Submitted herewith is a copy of a Request for Filing a 37 CFR §1 .62 File 
Wrapper Continuation (FWC) Application which was submitted to the USPTO on 
June 3, 1996, as a FWC of parent application US Serial No. 08/21 1 ,873 filed June 3, 
1994.
